Vol.  i.,  pp.  48-79,  Leipzic,  J.  C.  Hinrichs,  '1890,  made  some 
valuable  additions  and  corrections. 

"  The  earliest  version  of  the  Babylonian  Deluge  Story  and 
the  Temple  Library  of  Nippur;"  by  H.  V.  Hilprecht,  vol.  v., 
fasc.  1.,  of  Series  D,  of  the  Publications  of  the  Babylojiian 
Ex pedition  of  the  University  of  Pennsylvania^  Philadelphia, 
19 10,  publishes  a  fragment  of  a  tablet  found  at  Nippur, 
with  marked  likenesses  to  the  Hebrew  version.  It  has  already 
given  rise  to  a  small  literature  of  discussions. 

The  outstanding  best  book  to  get  the  whole  subject  is 
"  Cuneiform  Parallels  to  the  Old  Testament,"  translated  and 
edited  by  R.  W.  Rogers,  Oxford,  Henry  Frowde,  19 12, 
21/-  net.  This  work  gives  the  most  recent  transliteration  and 
translation  of  all  the  usually  alleged  parallels  to  the 
Old  Testament  as  well  as  those  we  shall  use,  and  excellent 
selected  bibliographies.  It  avoids  pronouncing  a  verdict  on 
the  relation  of  Old  Testament  to  Babylonian  sources  and 
leaves  the  student  to  form  his  own  judgments. 

"  The  Book  of  Genesis,"  by  S.  R.  Driver,  deals  fully  with 
the  subject  and  quotes  many  of  the  closest  parallels. 
London,  Methuen  &  Co.,  1904,  last  edition,  19 13. 

"  The  Beginnings  of  Hebrew  History,"  by  C.  F.  Kent. 
London,  Hodder  &  Stoughton,  1904;  presents  a  moderate 
Higher  Critical  view  with  excellent  effect. 

"  The  Old  Testament  in  the  Light  of  the  Historical  Monuments 
of  Assyria  and  Babylonia,"  by  T.  G.  Pinches.  London, 
S.P.C.K.,  191 2  ;  is  an  excellent  book  of  an  apologetic  nature, 
but  truthful. 

For  those  who  merely  want  a  concise  statement,  nothing  can 
be  better  than  the  "  Babylonian  and  the  Hebrew  Genesis," 
by  H.  Zimmern.  London,  D.  Nutt,  1901 ;  but  much  has 
since  appeared  which  a  careful  student  ought  to  know  and 
weigh.
